RESULTS IN POLICE CASE 


T. A, Wiens, an elderly tarmer 
living near Rockyford, was so an- 
noyed at the depredations of a num- 
ber of cattle in his hog feed that he 
went out with a .22 rifle and fired a 
couple of shots into the bunch. 
When charged with the offence 
in court, he said that he had no idea 
of killing any, but he wanted to 
scare them out of his place 
by tickling them up a bit When 
he saw the cattle in his place he got 
mad, he snatched up his trusty rifle. 
Ten minutes after two of the cattle 


were dead as the result of the 
tickling process. Whether they 
died laughing or not did not 


come out in the evidence. 


Wiens acted very square after he 
committed the offence. He went to 
the man to whom be thought the 
cattle belonged and told him of it, 
and then he settled for each of the 
heifers at $55 

The first witness before the J.P. 
Court held on Monday (Justices 
Lambert and Vickery) was Thos 
Bensted, who has a ranch about a 
mile trom Wiens. Last Tuesday or 
Wednesday, he said, Wiens drove 
up to him and told him that he had 
shot two of his steers. Witness 
though he was only joking at first. 
Accused said the reason why he 
shot them was that they were eat- 
ing up his pig feed and this made 
him mad. Witness then informed 
Wiens that the cattle were not his 
but W. G. Rudd's. On being 
cross-examined, witness said that 
he and Wiens had not been on 
exactly the best of terms. Accus- 
ed asked witn2ss to come down 
and dress the carcases, but witness 
said he did not know how to dress 
them, and advised him, to get a 
man named Smith to do it for him. 
He advised him, however, to cut the 
animal's throats, but not dress them 
till sundown. Wiens fence was not 
in good shape, and he was much 
annoyed by cattle coming in. He

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FOR GRAIN CULTIVATION 


Renewed Activity In Industrial Enter 
prises In Western Canada is 
a Healthy Sign 


From various centres in Weetera 
Canada come accounts of renewed 
activity in industrial enterprises. 

In Edmonton the Great West Gar- 
ment Company reports that its fac- 
tory in 1913 doubled its business as 
against 1912. The firm now employs 
150 men and women and has a yearly 
pay roll of $76,000. Four travelling 
éalesmen are on the road in Western 
Canada. ‘ihe lines at present are 
shirts, overalls, pants and workman's 
clothing. 

Mr. J. B. Griffith, Secretary-Treasur- 
er of the Edmonton Portland Cement 
Company, says that plans are being 
made to enlarge the 1,600 barrel plant 
at Marlboro’, Alta, by installing a 
fourth kiln with a capacity of 600 
barrels a day. The plant will be over- 
hauled during the winter months. The 
company has 20,000 barrels of cement 
on hand with orders for delivery dur- 
ing the next 90 days. 

In Saskatoon the plant of the North- 
land Milling Co., at Factoria is being 
equipped with machinery of the most 
modern type, costing about $50,000. 
Work ts stated to be progressing very 
favorably on both the flour mill and 
elevator. It is expected tnat the plant 
will be put in operation early in 
January. 

In Medicine Hat and Redeliff nearly 
all the industries are running with a 
full staff, even under the adverse 
business conditions which prevail in 
various sections of the country, It 
is a striking fact that, in cities like 
Edmonton, Medicine Hat and Red- 
cliff, where manufacturing establish- 
ments have been built up under the 
Stable trade policy which has existed 
for the past twenty years, the falling 
off in business and the protiem of 
unemployment have been less in evi- 
dence than anywhere in the West. 

A sane industrial development is a 
good balance wheel for the exclusive 
grain growing policy which the Wes- 
tern farmers have followed during the 
past few years. The army of harvest 
hands, who are required to handle the 
grain crops of the West, must find 
employment in nearby towns during 
the winter months, and {t 1s the build- 
ing up of industrial eentres, such as 
those referred to above, which will 
do more than anything else to solve 
the labor problem which the Western 
farmer has to contend with every fall.

Potato Diseases 

There has been issued by the d@ 
partment of agriculture at Ottawa a 
remarkably well executed folder, 
Farmers’ Circular No. 4, entitled “Po- 
tato Diseases Trausmitted by the Use 
of Unsound Tubers,” showing in nat- 
ural colors representations of speci- 
mens of diseased potatoes. Diseases 
and other blemishes represented are 
potato canker, powdery scab, hollow 
potato, internal brown streak, little po 
tato disease, dry rot, wet rot, cam- 
mon potato scab, and stem-end rot. 
Special reference is made to potato 
canker and powdery scab, the Jatter of 
which occurs already in Canada, and 
should be efrefully avoided. The folder 
points out that, under the destructive 
insect and pest act of Canada, any ,er- 
son is liable to prosecution. Potato 
growers who suspect the presence of 
either of the latter diseases are re- 
quested to send specimens to the Po- 
minion Botanist, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. This folder, prepared 
by Mr. H. T. Gussow, Dominion Botan- 
ist, will be sent free to those who ap 
ply for it to the Publications Branch 
of the Department of Agriculture at 
Ottawa.

SYNOPSIS oF CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


HE sole head of a_ tamily or any 
male over 18 years old, may homestead 
a quarter section of available Dominion land i 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, or Alberta. The applican 
must appear in person at the Dominion lands 
Agency or Sub-agdmcy for the district, Entry be 
proxy may be made at the office of any Local Agent 
of Domirion Lands € not sub-agent ), on certain cop- 
ditions. 

Duties~Six months’ residence upon and cul: 
tion of the land in each of three years A ho 
steader may live within nine miles of his homestea 
on a tarm of at least 80 acres on certain cunditions. 
A habitable house is required in every case, excep 
when residence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteacerin good standiae 
may pre-empt a quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties--Six months residence in each of six years 
from date of homestead entry, including the time re- 
quired tagarn homestead patent, and g0 acres ext 
cultivation 

A homesteader who has exhausted his homestead 
right and cannot obtain a pre-emption may take 
a purchased homestead in certain districts, Price 
$3.00 peracre, Duties--Must reside six months in 
each of three years cultivate fifty acres and erecta
